DVD back on shelves after 
‘child abuse images’ claim

BLOCKBUSTER temporarily pulled a DVD 
from its stores nationwide after 
Northamptonshire Police confiscated copies 
of a controversial film which includes images 
of fictitious child abuse. 

Police were called to the Kingsthorpe branch 
in Northampton after a member of the public 
alerted them to alleged images of child abuse 
in A Serbian Film, the most heavily censored 
movie to be passed by the British Board of 
Film Classification (BBFC). 

The police are believed to have visited the 
shop on Friday, January 21, and returned the 
film after examining it and verifying it to be 
the correct BBFC copy. 

However, after the police visited the shop the 
film was pulled nationally from the rental 
store and was also taken off the retailer’s 
website. 

An anonymous Blockbuster staff member 
told the Herald and Post that the DVD had 
been taken off the shelves a week ago “because 
of its content.” 

Northamptonshire Police have said that they 
have a duty to investigate any claims about 
images of child abuse. 

A police spokeswoman said: “We received 
information from a member of the public that 
a copy of A Serbian Film at a branch of 
Blockbusters in Northampton contained 
images of child abuse. 

“We have a duty to investigate such claims

Cuts to local bus services 
sparks campaign launch

A CAMPAIGN to save local buses has 
revealed that cuts to services in 
Northamptonshire are one of the worst 
in the country. 

Save Our Buses, a national campaign, 
was launched today by lobby group 
Campaign for Better Transport. 

The group believes that the slashing of 
council transport spending could leave 
some people in Northamptonshire with¬ 
out any form of public transport. 

Last week, Northamptonshire County 
Council announced where it was plan¬ 
ning on making further £20 million sav¬ 
ings and £1.4m was taken away from bus 


services as part of those cuts. 
Northamptonshire is one of only three 
councils planning to cut all their sup¬ 
ported bus services. 

The group has said that the funding cuts 
mean council-funded routes, which 
include many rural, hospital, evening and 
weekend services, are especially impor¬ 
tant to people on low incomes, job seek¬ 
ers, the elderly, young people, disabled 
people and those without access to a car. 

Stephen Joseph, Campaign for Better 
Transport’s chief executive, said: “The 
Government said that spending cuts 
would be socially fair, but cuts to bus 
services will hit the poorest and most 
vulnerable hardest. 

“We believe any short term savings will 


be outweighed by the long term cost of a 
vastly depleted bus network. 

“These unprecedented cuts will be 
especially disastrous for people on low 
incomes and could effectively mean the 
death of rural bus services. 

“Politicians must consider the social, 
economic and environmental conse¬ 
quences of failing to protect our bus 
services.” 

Sophie Allain, Campaign for Better 
Transport’s bus campaigner, said: “A 
recession is a terrible time to take away 
people’s buses. 

“Compared to the deficit and bankers 
bonuses, the savings from bus cuts are 
not a lot of money but the impacts for 
ordinary people can be devastating.” 



Residents fight to prevent library closure 


University sees a 
climb in applicants 
despite fee rise 

A UNIVERSITY is delighted to see a 
massive increase in applications, 
despite the recent negative press 
on the rise in tuition fees. 

The University of Northampton 
has seen its applications for cours¬ 
es next year increase by 17.8 per 
cent. Courses next year will not be 
part of the increases in tuition fees. 

The Coalition Government 
increased the cap on costs for 
undergraduate university courses 
to £9,000 a year although the 
University of Northampton has 
said that it has yet to decide how 
much it will charge. 

Across the county, 550,439 people 
have applied for places at universi¬ 
ty. In the East Midlands, the aver¬ 
age university applications are up 
2.4 per cent but the Northampton 
institution is much higher than the 
regional average. 

A spokesperson from the univers¬ 
ity said: “The University of 
Northampton, to date, has received 
a 17.8 per cent rise in applications 
for the next academic year. 

“There is a rise in demand for 
university places across the sector 
but we are above the sector aver¬ 
age, which shows an increasing 
interest in what Northampton has 
to offer.” 


COUNCILLORS and residents across the 
county have been joining to fight the coun¬ 
ty council’s proposed closure of libraries. 

Cllr fenny Conroy, Liberal Democrat 
spokeswoman for children and young peo¬ 
ple at Northamptonshire County Council, 
visited the threatened St lames library in 
Northampton to highlight the service it 
provides. 

Cllr Conroy went to the library with chil¬ 
dren from the Roundabout Club, a commu¬ 
nity group she helps to run. 

Cllr Conroy, said: “We need to fight for our 
libraries. I want the Conservatives at County 
Hall to understand that closing libraries is 
not right. It’s a real shame that St James 


library is under threat. The children get so 
much benefit from it. We went on ‘home¬ 
work night’ where children could use com¬ 
puters and printers for free to help with 
their work. 

“I took a group of kids from the children’s 
group that I run there this week so they 
could gain from it one last time. The kids 
really love the library. Closing St James will 
have a real impact on their future.” 

Last week 475 people gathered for a pub¬ 
lic meeting outside Moulton Library to 
protest against proposals to closures. 

Northamptonshire County Council have 
shortlisted eight libraries for possible clo¬ 
sure in its budget proposals.

and in agreement with the 
manager of the shop took a 
copy away to view and check 
that it was the edition that has 
been approved by the British 
Board of Lilm Classification 
for distribution. 

“It has been established as a 
legitimate copy of the film 
that has been approved for 
distribution by the BBLC and 
was returned to the shop.” 

The BBLC said at the time of 
its release last summer that it 
had cut the film as the sexual 
and sexualised violence in it 
goes beyond what is accept¬ 
able under current BBLC 
Guidelines of‘18’. 

However, the board has stat¬ 
ed that they are happy that no 
children were abused in the 
making of the film. 

When the DVD came out 


last year, David Cooke, direc¬ 
tor of the BBLC said: “The 
cuts to A Serbian Lilm do not 
detract from the message of 
the film but remove the most 


problematic images of sexual 
and sexualised violence. 

“The section in the board’s 
guidelines which lists the 
possible grounds for compul¬ 


sory cuts also includes mate¬ 
rial which portrays children 
in a sexualised or abusive 
context. 

“Whilst the board under¬ 
stands that these images are 
intended to make a political 
point, that does not remove 
the genuine harm risks to 
which they give rise.” 

After initially refusing to 
comment, James Spokes, a 
spokesman for Blockbuster, 
said: “We temporarily 

removed the DVD from our 
stores and our online rentals 
website nationwide as a cour¬ 
tesy to check that the copies of 
the DVD followed the correct 
BBLC certification. 

“All of the copies comply 
with the standards set and 
were returned to our stores 
and online rentals website 
this week.” 
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Kind villager died 
after ‘bull’ injury

AN ‘independent and strong 
willed’ woman was killed after a 
bullock accidentally knocked 
her to the ground. 

Margaret Wrathall, from East 
Haddon, was 74 when she died 
from her injuries after hitting her 
head on concrete after being 
knocked over by the beast on 
August 31 last year, an inquest 
heard. 

She was taken by air ambulance 
to hospital in Coventry but later 
died from her injuries. 

A family friend, Stuart Long, 
had been helping Mrs Wrathall to 
load the bullock onto a trailer as 


she was concerned about its 
health. 

He explained that as they were 
loading it the animal turned 
between them and knocked her 
on the shoulder causing her to 
fall. 

Paying tribute to Mrs Wrathall, 
Mr Long said: “Margaret was a fit 
and energetic lady who was high¬ 
ly skilled and experienced in 
handling cattle. 

“She was an extremely likeable, 
intelligent, caring woman, who 
was fiercely independent and 
strong-willed but at the same 
time had enough presence of 
mind to ask for help if she 
thought it was necessary.” 

Mrs Wrathall was a popular 


figure in East Haddon who was 
involved in her local church and 
other community activities. 

The inquest was told that more 
than 800 people attended her 
funeral. 

Mrs Wrathall’s daughter, 
Catherine Holt, explained that 
her mother had worked on farms 
since the early 60s and was a 
keen rider and gardener. 

She said: “My mum will be 
deeply missed by our family, her 
friends and all through the com¬ 
munity.” 

Recording a verdict of acciden¬ 
tal death, coroner Anne Pember 
said: “Margaret Wrathall died 
loading an animal onto a trailer, 
and was doing what she loved.”

The NHS has more 
to cope with today 


WITH regards to the state¬ 
ment announced at the 
Older People’s Health Forum 
(H&P 27.01.11) by Harry 
Tuttle on behalf of 
Northampton Pensioners’ 
Voice. 

I would like to comment as 
an individual senior citizen 
to balance this opinion. 

This new Government has 
inherited a massive national 
debt. I can’t believe this 
amount is any less than the 
financial position the coun¬ 
try was in after the war. 

In fact the total has to be 
considerably more, pro rata, 
combined with the added 
difficulties also left by New 
Labour. 

1. Our NHS is in dire straits 
and the economy ruined for 
a number of reasons but 
basically because GB has 
been overwhelmed by 
uncontrolled, open door 
immigration. Almost half a 
million people came each 
year, over the last decade 

2. No medical screening 
upon arrival was carried out, 
so therefore many serious ill¬ 
nesses such as AIDS, hepati¬ 
tis and soaring TB cases are 
costing hospitals a fortune in 
treatments 

3. Health tourism involves 
millions of pounds too. 
Many patients leave without 
paying. One London hospital 
also recently nursed 243 
babies from no less than 70 
worldwide countries in one 
year. One in four children 
born here is now of a foreign 
mother. Translating costs £50 
million 

4. Salaries in overstaffed 
hospitals have doubled since 
1997. For the 1.4 million 
employed in the NHS, of 


those 48,000 are excessively 
overpaid managers 

5. Many new hospitals built 
under Labour’s Private 
Finance Initiative will only 
become NHS property after 
using 30 years of taxpayers’ 
money to fund them 

6. The modern day ‘booze 
culture’ is crippling A & E 
departments, especially at 
weekends. Not to mention 
drug addiction. Both a major 
drain on precious resources.

Planners 
under fire 
for giving 
homes nod

A CAMPAIGN group has 
called plans to build 21,000 
homes in the region as 
‘shockingly badly designed.” 

The West Northampton¬ 
shire foint Planning Unit had 
plans for the new homes 
approved at a meeting this 
week. 

This will see the develop¬ 
ments built in the region by 
2026, adding to the 29,000 
that have already been built 
or granted planning permis¬ 
sion since 2001. 

These include 1,000 homes 
in an area between Moulton 
and Overstone, 1,000 house¬ 
holds in Boughton, 3,500 
near Kings Heath and anoth¬ 
er 2,000 homes in Upton and 
South Northampton. 

Thousands of homes will 
also be built in Towcester and 
Daventry. 

Speaking at the meeting this 
week, Roger Kingston, chair¬ 
man of Northants Residents’ 
Alliance said: “The revised 
strategy has ignored the 
thousands of protests and the 
clamour that was raised by 
the publication of the 
abortive Emergent Core 
Strategy in 2009. 

“And yet, the IPU sees no 


reason to divert from this 
shockingly badly-designed 
strategy. 

“In its revised report, the 
JPU ignores all public objec¬ 
tions and makes the arrogant 
recommendation that no 
fundamental change in 
approach is required.” 

Mr Kingston also raised his 
concerns that local infra¬ 
structure could not cope with 
the increase in housing. 

He said: “Our planners’ 
promises of infrastructure are 
based on spin. 

“To give just one example; 
the West Northampton 
Orbital Bypass is nothing but 
an insignificant single-car¬ 
riageway road to nowhere. 

“After nearly a decade of 
desperate planning, the road 
has run out of funds and 
doesn’t even have a con¬ 
firmed plan to take it further 
around the town.” 

Leader of the WN JPU, Cllr 
Chris Millar, said: “The Core 
Strategy will provide a robust 
plan to direct future develop¬ 
ment which is needed by 
local people to create sustain¬ 
able locations, secure regen¬ 
eration and inward invest¬ 
ment in our urban areas, and 
to protect the whole area 
from inappropriate develop¬ 
ment proposals.”

Cheese to go under 
doctor’s microscope

SOMETHING cheesy is going on 
at the University of 
Northampton, and it’s not just 
the music played at the student 
union. 

In fact, scientists are actually 
putting the East Midlands’ 
famous blue cheeses under the 
microscope in a research project 
that aims to explain exactly what 
gives them their distinctive taste, 
texture and smell. 

The research being carried out 
at the university, in conjunction 
with the University of 
Nottingham, will delve into the 
microbiology of blue cheese pro¬ 
duction. 

The researchers hope to unravel 
the mystery of exactly how the 
micro-organisms in blue cheese 
work, leading to greater quality, 


consistency and fewer defects in 
production. They hope to help 
local producers get a larger slice 
of the global blue cheese market 
by making regional cheese pro¬ 
ducers more competitive. 

The cost of the research project 
is just over £79,000, of which 
£49,000 comes from the Food and 
Drink iNet. 

The research is being run by Dr 
Kostas Gkatzionis, pictured, who 
studied the microflora of Stilton 
for his PhD. 

He said: “We are very pleased to 
receive this grant from the Food 
and Drink iNet for our research. 

“It will help us to understand in 
more detail the microbiological 
issues that concern the produc¬ 
tion of cheeses and, as a result, 
should bring a range of benefits to 
the blue cheese industry of the 
East Midlands, and also the 
cheese industry more generally.”

AN elderly man with a number 
of health conditions commit¬ 
ted suicide despite the care he 
was receiving from his family.

MP slams new rules 
giving inmates vote

A NORTHAMPTON MP has hit 
out at the European Court for 
creating new laws that allow 
prisoners the vote. 

Brian Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, visited the 
Council of Europe in Strasbourg, 
France last week to speak of the 
resentment felt in the UK at 
Europe’s ruling to force the 
Government to allow inmates the 
right to vote. 

Speaking in a debate at the 


Council of Europe, Mr Binley 
said: “The court has delivered a 
ruling which virtually nobody in 
Britain, aside from prisoners, 
believes in, that prisoners should 
have the right to vote. 

“Many in Britain hold the opin¬ 
ion that the restriction of the right 
to vote for those who freely 
choose to place themselves 
outside the rule of law for their 
own personal gratification, gain 
or ambition is not a denial of 
Human Rights. 

“It is a choice they make them¬ 
selves.” 


“It touches on a wider problem; 
increasingly the actions of the 
court are creating resentment, 
not just in my country but across 
the continent. 

“Polls show an increasing level 
of dissatisfaction which 
questions not only the credibility 
of the court but of the EU itself 
and that needs to be recognised. 

“A political class which ignores 
the concerns of the people runs a 
great risk to itself.” 

Yesterday. David Cameron gave 
Tory MPs a free vote on the 
issue.

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Work praised at two 
county heritage sites

TOWCESTER and Twywell have 
been praised by English 
Heritage for their efforts in 
conserving two of the county’s 
historically important sites. 

In a publication released on 
Monday called, Valuing Places: 
Good Practice in Conservation 
Areas, the two areas in Northants 
were highlighted as examples of 
projects in which people and the 
council have come together to 
ensure the improvement and 
preservation of their local her¬ 
itage. 

For Towcester, the regeneration 
of the 11th century castle motte, 
Bury Mount, in 2005 was sig¬ 


nalled as a prime example of a 
previously cut off and degrading 
site brought back into the 
community, conserving its his¬ 
torical significance and creating a 
new tourist attraction. 

Similarly, the refurbishment of 
cottages in Twywell, led by a local 
landowner and Twywell Parish 
Council, has been commended 
for saving the site from demoli¬ 
tion and preserving the cottages’ 
positive contribution to the his¬ 
torical character of the village. 

Councillor fohn Townsend, 
portfolio holder for environmen¬ 
tal policy at South Northants 
Council, said: “We are delighted 
that Bury Mount has been 
praised by English Heritage. 

“The area is already well used 


by residents and visitors to the 
town and we are proud to have 
created an attractive open space 
for the community to enjoy.” 

Dr Anthony Streeten, English 
Heritage regional director for the 
East Midlands, said: “The series 
of powerful case studies in this 
report will help local communi¬ 
ties and decision-makers learn 
from the approaches and suc¬ 
cesses achieved by others. 

“Conservation areas offer a 
golden opportunity for people to 
take heritage into their own 
hands and to decide what they 
value and how they want to pro¬ 
tect and enhance it.”

ALTHOUGH Jason Oliver was 
born on the most romantic day 
of the year, he was born with a 
hole in his heart that has caused 
him problems ever since.

Year to bring 
improvements 
to cancer care

NORTHAMPTON General 
Hospital is to improve 
treatment for cancer as 
part of the ‘Year of 
Radiotherapy’. 

The year has been estab¬ 
lished by Cancer Research 
UK and the National 
Radiotherapy Implementat¬ 
ion Group in order to raise 
awareness and understand¬ 
ing of the important bene¬ 
fits of radiotherapy in treat¬ 
ing the disease. 

Consultant oncologist Dr 
Philip Camilleri, head of 
radiotherapy at North¬ 
ampton General Hospital 
(NGH), has been speaking 
on the vital role that radio¬ 
therapy plays in cancer 
treatment and the ways that 
NGH is progressing towards 
providing a more effective 
and accurate means of sup¬ 
plying such treatment. 

Dr Camilleri said: “We will 
be introducing a new 
technology called image 
guided radiation therapy 
which delivers even more 
accurate treatment to bene¬ 


fit patients with certain types 
of cancers. 

“Knowing exactly where 
the tumour is allows us to 
irradiate only the tumour, 
sparing the surrounding 
normal tissue. 

“That means we can give 
radiation doses to the tumour 
with millimetre accuracy.” 

NGH will also be investing 
in a new radiotherapy mac¬ 
hine, costing around £1.5 
million. 

Despite this high initial 
cost radiotherapy is one of 
the more cost effective can¬ 
cer treatments and can 
often reduce the necessity 
for patients to undergo rad¬ 
ical surgery. 

NHS Northamptonshire 
also hopes to aid the effec¬ 
tiveness of cancer treat¬ 
ments through increasing 
awareness of cancer symp¬ 
toms and the importance of 
their early detection. 

The campaign, launched 
this week, aims to recruit 
100 members of the 
community to act as ambas¬ 
sadors for their Diagnose 
Early To Get Effective 
Cancer Treatment project. 



Funding boost to 
support sewage 
treatment works 

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE-based company, 
Marsh Industries Ltd, has received £7,000 
to support its work on cost effective 
sewage treatment systems. 

The funding and assistance provided by 
the Sustainable Construction Innovation 
Network (iNet) has enabled Marsh 
Industries to progress onto the next stage 
in its development of a treatment system 
for domestic and light commercial waste 
where mains drainage is not available. 

The project, which has received interest 
from the Environment Agency and water 
pump specialists Pedrollo, is due to be 
commercially available by May this year.

Councillor attacks 
‘off the hoof’ plans

AN Independent councillor has 
criticised plans designed to pre¬ 
vent over-development in parts 
of Northampton as ‘off the hoof.’ 

Tony Clarke, who represents 
Castle Ward, defended his deci¬ 
sion to ‘call in’ the plans which 
would see areas of Sunnydale and 
Boughton Green protected from 
properties being developed into 
‘multiple occupancy homes,’ 
despite the council going ahead 
with it this week. 

He said: “I have been campaign¬ 
ing for this type of protection for 
years in Semilong and the Mounts 
but these areas won’t be protect¬ 
ed under these plans. 

“I called it in so that every area in 
the town that is affected by these 
issues is covered. This has been 
done off the hoof and is ignoring 
us, whilst protecting middle class 
Liberal Democrat voters.” 

Liberal Democrat councillors 
Trini Crake and David Perkins, 
who represent Boughton Green 
Ward, said they were furious that 
the protection order was delayed. 

Cllr Crake said: “I have been 
working with local residents on 
this problem for many months, 
making representations to both 
council and cabinet meetings and 
by working behind the scene to 
address the current problems to 
bring in immediate planning reg¬ 
ulations to control the conversion 
of family homes to houses in mul¬ 



tiple occupation. The local resi¬ 
dents and the councillors repre¬ 
senting Boughton Green had won 
a victory for their area. 

“Now, by playing politics, the 
two independent councillors 
have delayed the implementation 
of these planning controls and 
allowing house conversions to go 
ahead without the need for plan¬ 
ning consent.” 

Cllr Perkins added: “The con¬ 
version of family homes to houses 
in multiple occupation in this 
area is leading to additional rub¬ 
bish being dumped in the streets, 
difficult car parking problems 
and to overcrowding conditions 
and giving the area a ‘run down’ 
appearance. 

“Cabinet and residents are 
agreed on the area that needs 
protecting and the two independ¬ 
ents who have nothing to do with 
this area are now preventing and 
holding up the implementation 
of these measures.” 


Tibetan flag 
to fly and 
show that 
we care 

THE Tibetan flag will be raised 
in Northampton town centre 
again next month. 

The Flag for Peace will be 
lifted at the Guildhall on 
Tuesday, March 1, by Mayor 
Marianne Taylor and a repre¬ 
sentative for the Dalai Lama, 
Thubten Samdup. 

Now in its 12th year, the event 
usually sees about 100 people 
attend but is due to be particu¬ 
larly special this year with the 
attendance of the Dalia Lama’s 
European representative. 

The flag will be raised at noon, 
starting with a gathering at the 
Great Hall that is to include a 
variety of music and speakers. 

Caroline Scattergood, event 
organiser, said: “I have quite a 
few close connections with 
the Tibetan community and I 
know it is very, very important 
for them to feel like somebody 
cares. 

“It’s such a difficult cause 
and has been going on for so 
long, so it’s important for 
them to know that their flag 
flies as they can’t fly it them¬ 
selves without fear of impris¬ 
onment or torture. 

“It seems so simple and such 
an easy thing for us to do but 
for them it isn’t that easy. It’s 
really just a way of letting 
them know they’re not alone.”

STUDENTS are to take part 
in research that could 
affect how food crops are 
grown on Northampton¬ 
shire farms. 

After training from Simon 
Parrington, managing 
director of SOYL Precision 
Farming, learners from 
Moulton College will be 
working alongside 
agricultural experts from 
Frontier Agronomy using 
global positioning software 
technology to monitor 
growth rates of wheat 
crops over a number of 
months at Scaldwell Lodge 
Farm in Lamport 

Leading the project are 
students Rob Sheets, Matt 


Ford and Herbert Tayeng- 
wa. Rob said: “The basic 
idea is to work out how to 
get the best yields of 
wheat from the land. 

“This could be down to 
the soil conditions, 
establishment methods or 
crop management 
methods used.” 

Their results will be 
presented to landowners 
and farmers at a meeting 
at Lamport Hall in the 
summer. 

Tutor James Littlemore 
said: “This is a great 
opportunity for some of 
our agriculture students to 
get involved in some 
cutting edge research.”

POLICE have issued a warning to 
residents after an elderly woman was 
conned by a cold caller. 

The alert comes after an 85-year-old 
woman in Northampton was tricked into 
handing over a cash deposit for a prod¬ 
uct she hadn’t seen by a rogue trader last 
Wednesday. 

She was cold called by a company 
offering to set up an appointment to 


come to her home to give advice on 
mobility products. 

A police spokesperson said: “An 
appointment was arranged and the lady 
paid a deposit and was told by the sales¬ 
man he would return for the outstanding 
money. 

“At this point she became suspicious 
and contacted police. 

“It was then discovered that the 
Nottingham-based company is currently 
being investigated by Trading Standards. 

“The salesman did attempt to get full 


payment up front for the product he was 
offering and also offered to pay for a taxi 
for the lady to go to her bank and get the 
cash.” 

The Force added that no reputable 
company would use these tactics and are 
warning people to be very vigilant, to say 
no to cold callers and not to be talked 
into handing over cash or signing 
contracts.

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Clever pooch Wilson sniffs out 
four immigrants bound for town

FOUR illegal immigrants headed 
for Northampton were sniffed out 
by a small dog as they entered the 
country. 

Two men and two women, all from 


Vietnam, were found in the Polish 
registered lorry bound for the town 
when they were stopped by UK 
Border Agency officials. 

Their detection dog, three-year-old 
English Springer Spaniel Wilson, 
could smell the immigrants hidden 
inside when they were still in Calais. 


The castaways were then passed 
onto the French Frontier Police and 
the vehicle was allowed to enter the 
UK. 

However, both the driver and the 
haulage company could potentially 
be charged up to £2,000 per stow¬ 
away if they are found to have neg¬ 


lected to correctly secure the vehicle. 

Carole Upshall, UK Border Agency 
director for South and Europe, said: 
“Our strong presence at the border is 
preventing illegal immigrants from 
entering the UK and then heading 
for places like, in this case, 
Northampton.”

County kids will be Innes 
a spin on Bangalore tour 

CRICKET 

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE’S young cricketers will break new ground later this 
month when they head out to India for a ten-day tour. 

It is the first time in its four-year history that members of the club’s 
Emerging Players Programme [EPP] will have travelled overseas. 

The 15-player squad, including three girls, and three coaches will be in 
Bangalore from February 17-25 where they will play four matches and a 
Twenty20 tournament. 

Northants Cricket development coach Kevin Innes is delighted that the 
players have this opportunity and believes they will benefit particularly 
from playing on spin-friendly wickets. 

He said: “The chance to play cricket every day and build on their winter 
programmes will help the players ahead of an important season in their 
development within the player pathway. 

“We will work on playing against spin, which young players often 
struggle with, and have secured local spinners in India to come and bowl 
against the EPP group every day.” 

The trip has been funded partly by the player’s parents, with the 
Northants Cricket Youth Trust also contributing 60 per cent of the costs. 

The EPP has already produced three England youth internationals, with 
Christian Davis currently out in Sri Lanka with the England Under-19s. 

That call-up caps off a fine 2010 season for the left-arm fast bowler, 
who made his Steelbacks debut in their CB40 match at Essex Eagles last 
August. 

Meanwhile, EPP graduates Vicram Sohal and Ben Duckett are also 
currently playing for the England Under-16s. 

■OLD Northamptonians wicket-keeper George Arblaster will have to 
wait to make his batting debut for the Marylebone Cricket Club [MCC] 
after they eased to a 94-run [207-5] victory over a Namibian Coastal XI 
on Sunday to kick-off an 18-day tour to the southern African country. 

However, the MCC have been forced into changing their itinerary after 
the first 50-over match in Sparta, due to an unseasonal 54 millimetres of 
rain in Windhoek on Monday, accompanied by electrical storms. 

They were due to star a three-day game against another Invitational XI 
at Wanderers Cricket Club 
yesterday but games will now be 
played in Walvis Bay - a coastal 
desert region - in order to return to 
dryer conditions. 

The 25-year-old cricketer was 
selected on the back of a series of 
strong performances in MCC 
matches during the 2010 season, 
and is playing alongside 
Warwickshire CCC player and 
former England batsman Darren 
Maddy, who is leading the side. 

It is the first tour of 2011 for MCC 
the most active cricket-playing club 
in the world and incorporates three 
club-run coaching sessions for local 
schools in Walvis Bay and the 
capital Windhoek, as well as a 
three-day match against an 
Invitational XI and four one-day games with two fixtures against ICC 
Intercontinental Shield Champions Namibia. 

Arblaster [pictured] said: “I’m absolutely delighted to have been 
selected. It’s a real honour. 

“Progress has been fairly slow in terms of cricket, but we beat a Coastal 
XI with James Benning top scoring with 43 not out from 69 balls. Then 
they replied with 115 all out with David Adams taking 4-27.” 

Batting at number ten, Arblaster could only watch as the middle order 
held firm before MCC then bowled the invitational side out for 113 in the 
27th over to secure the victory. 

The MCC will next play their first of three 50-over matches against 
Namibia on Sunday with the other two following on Tuesday and 
thursday.

JO Pulsford is the new Rugby & Northampton Club Cross Country 
Champion after she led the ladies team home in the Midland Cross 
Country Championships at Leamington’s Newbold Common.

The performance from Pulsford, who is in 
training for the London Marathon, helped the team to finish eighth overall.

There’s no LV= for cup as it’s men against boys at Irish

MUCH like football’s FA Cup, the LV= Cup has become a shadow 
of the competition it once was. The only difference is that the 
round ball game’s rulers have seen sense and maintained the 
same format it has always had to keep the interest in it alive. 

Indeed, few Northampton Saints fans will have been overly 
saddened by Sunday’s 37-20 defeated at London Irish that all 
but eliminated the defending holders from this year’s 
competition. 

To progress to the semi-finals, the Saints must earn a bonus 
point win at home to Leeds Carnegie this Saturday, as well as 
hoping that a highly improbable sequence of results elsewhere 
go their way. 

“I don’t think it’s the end of the world for us to be honest,” 
conceded director of rugby Jim Mallinder afterwards. 

“It was great for us to win last year, it looks like we’re not 
going to this year, but we’re probably in a stronger position for 
the two other competitions.” 

With the Anglo-Welsh competition taking place mainly on 
international weekends, the 12 Aviva Premiership sides and 
four Magner’s League Welsh regions have, for the most part, 
been without their big name players. 

It has been very much youth to the fore for Northampton in 
the tournament this year, with the likes of Greig Tonks, Stuart 
Commins and Ben Nutley all impressing Mallinder at the 
Madjeski Stadium. 


But otherwise it was men against boys as the Exiles fielded a 
near-full strength XV that eased to a comfortable five-try win 
against an unfamiliar-looking Saints side. 

Two tries from Brian Blaney and one each for George 
Stowers, Steffon Armitage and Dan Bowden put the hosts on 
course for the win. Ryan Lamb also notched three conversions 
and two penalties. 

Even with Blaney being sin-binned early in the second half, 
London Irish rarely looked troubled. The visitors did manage a 
try from Brett Sharman during that period, while debutant 
Scott Armstrong also went over on the final play of the game. 

Despite the loss, Mallinder felt the club’s younger players will 
have benefitted, saying: “They can take that they can compete 
with some of the very best players in the Premiership. 

“London Irish have got a quality back line out there. Ryan 
Lamb was wazzing the ball around and they have a talented 
back three that are very quick, strong and powerful runners. 

“We were put under pressure without a doubt, but we also 
put them under pressure at times and to keep going, not to 
give up and score through Scott Armstrong at the end was 
very encouraging. 

“We gave everybody a game and had some relatively 
inexperienced lads out there towards the end, but for us it is 
about experience and performance. We’ll come away and we’ll 
learn a lot good lessons from it.” 

With the Six Nations getting underway this weekend, 
Northampton’s line-up is again likely to be one that blends 
youth with experience.

Foden: ‘We need 
to hit the ground 
running’ in Wales 


SIX NATIONS 

BEN Foden insists the time has come for England to end 
nearly a decade of frustration and gear up for the Rugby World 
Cup in the perfect manner by landing a first Six Nations title 
since the spring of 2003. 

Sir Clive Woodward’s men roared to the Grand Slam that year, 
sealing it with a 42-6 destruction of Ireland at the old Lans- 
downe Road having also put 40 points on Scotland and Italy. 

That England team was on its way to ruling the world. 

The current vintage are still finding their way in international 
rugby. 

Fourteen of the original 33-man squad Martin fohnson named 
for the championship are 25 or under. The likes of Foden, Chris 
Ashton and Ben Youngs have all played fewer than ten Test 
matches. But Foden is convinced England are learning quickly. 
They must build on November’s record victory over Australia 
and heed the brutal lessons dished out by South Africa a fort¬ 
night later. 

“It is time,” Foden said ahead of tomorrow night’s tournament 
opener in Cardiff against Wales. 

“We have finished second or third in the last couple of years. 
We will be looking to build on our November performances and 
hopefully that will put us in the right place for the World Cup.” 

England proved what they can do with a record 35-18 triumph 


against Australia in November the first time they had completed 
back-to-back victories over the Wallabies since 2003, and they 
pushed New Zealand far closer than many expected before 
falling 26-16. 

fohnson’s men have climbed back in the world’s top four, but 
to succeed in the Six Nations and the World Cup, Foden knows 
England cannot afford their customary slow start. 

“We are going in the right direction, but if you want to be a 
great team and win competitions you need to hit the ground 
running in every game,” said Foden. 

“The autumn was a mixed bag really. We know what we are ca¬ 
pable of when we do it right. We are a top team. 

“That was our main aim of the autumn, to put ourselves up 
there and make sure we’re competing with the big boys. 

“We’ve put down a marker now. We gave the All Blacks a good 
run for their money and they know we’re a threat. 

“Australia will certainly be thinking about us come World Cup 
time. 

“The South Africa game was a wake-up call. We probably went 
into the game a little bit too relaxed after putting in two good 
performances and getting two wins (against Australia and 
Samoa) and thinking it would just happen. 

“It’s not necessarily a bad thing to get a slap in the face to let 
you know you’re not the finished article. We need to be ready 
for Test match rugby. It is definitely a lesson we will learn.” 



“We want to win every game we play can,” Mallinder said, 
adding: “We’re disappointed to lose this, but we will look at who 
needs games next week and see who has been picked for 
England or the Saxons and take it from there. 

“Players need to play and next week we need to be looking at 
some of the players that have had a rest this week. 

“It is a good opportunity to blood some new players and it’s 
not a bad tournament in terms of your international players 
being away.”

New boy out to join same 
club as Lewis and Jenson 


FORMULA ONE 


PAUL di Resta is hopeful that he can emulate the performances of 
fellow British Formula One drivers Jenson Button and Lewis Hamilton 
after securing a race drive for Force India in 2011. 

Last week’s announcement that the 24-year-old Scot would partner 
Adrian Sutil for the Silverstone-based team when the new FI season 
begins makes him the third British driver on the grid for this year. 

McLaren duo Hamilton and Button have both won the World 
Championship in recent years, and di Resta is keen to join the sport’s 
top drivers from the UK after finally achieving his ambition of racing 
in FI. 

“Britain has produced some great drivers over the years and Lewis 
and Jenson have really stood out in recent seasons as two back-to- 
back world champions. To be on the grid with them is pretty special,” 
he said. 

“To then follow in the footsteps of some other great names - Jackie 
Stewart, Jim Clark for example - is a real honour and I hope that I will 
do justice to their achievements. 

“Naturally I am thrilled to be making my race debut this season. 
Becoming an FI driver has been a long-held ambition of mine, 
something I’ve wanted to do since I first stepped into a kart, and to 
finally realise it feels amazing.” 

Di Resta, who test drove a McLaren FI car in 2004 as a reward for 
winning the BRDC Young Driver of the Year Award, spent last year as 
understudy to Sutil and Tonio Liuzzi as well as racing in the German 
DTM touring car series, which he won. 

But with Force India opting not to keep Liuzzi on for 2011, the 
opportunity for him to step up from being the team’s test and 
reserve driver presented itself. 

Nico Hulkenberg has now taken over the role di Resta filled last 
season after being released by Williams, and the Scottish racer 
believes he can benefit from his team-mates’ experience. 

He said: “Having two team-mates that have competed in FI is an 
advantage as you have people who know the tracks, the business and 
how to deal with certain situations you only get when you are racing. 

“Equally I hope that I can bring some experience from my outings 
last year, what I know about the team and a different perspective on 
things. 

“I think we’ll complement each other. 

“Obviously I know the team very well, and understanding how 
people work and the systems and procedures in place gives a real 
advantage as everything you do is improving, rather than learning 
from scratch. I will also know some of the circuits from my Friday 

experience so getting up to speed on those 
weekends will be quicker and easier. It’s 
an ideal position to be in when you 
make your race debut. 

“I’ve worked really hard for this 
opportunity throughout my 
career and to get it with Force 
I India, a young team that’s got 
ambitions as big as mine, is 
genuinely exciting. I can’t wait 
to be on the grid in Bahrain, it 
can’t come soon enough.”

THE last time Northampton Town 
put six goals past a team, NASA had 
just resumed space shuttle flights 
after the Challenger disaster and the 
Hollies were number one in the 
charts with a re-issue of ‘He Ain’t 
Heavy, He’s My Brother’. 

Before Tuesday night, it had been 
over 22 years since the 6-0 triumph 
over the original incarnation of Aider- 
shot at the County Ground on Octo¬ 
ber 1, 1988. 

That win was against a side that fin¬ 
ished the season bottom of the old 
Division Three, while this week’s 6-2 
stuffing of Crewe Alexandra came 
against a team that were fourth going 
into the game. 

The win, that lifted Northampton 
up to 13th in League Two, saw Ian 
Sampson’s side come from behind 
after a goalkeeping gaffe by Chris 
Dunn let Crewe take a fifth minute 
lead through A1 Leitch-Smith. 

Goals from debutant Shaun Harrad, 
Michael Tacobs, Dean Beckwith, Andy 
Holt, Abdul Osman and Billy McKay 
secured the win before Antoni Sarce- 
vic grabbed a late consolation. 

Dunn redeemed himself by saving a 
contentious penalty from Ashley 
Westwood while the score was still 2- 
1. It was the first time the Cobblers 
had scored six goals at Sixfields and 
got that total against the Railwaymen. 

“It was a good result,” said manager 
Sampson, adding: “There were a few 


hairy moments in that game but I’m 
delighted to take the victory. 

“The first half had a bit of every¬ 
thing. They took an early lead with the 
mistake by Chris, then we responded 
and did really well to go 3 -1 up. 

“Chris made a fantastic save from 
the penalty so there were certainly ups 
and downs in the first half. In the sec¬ 
ond half we got a couple of a lucky 
breaks and we took advantage of it. 

“We thought there would be goals in 
the game because Crewe play some 
really good football and they’re diffi¬ 
cult to deal with, so I’m delighted with 
the result.” 

Harrad immediately justified 
Northampton’s decision to pay 
money to Burton Albion for his serv¬ 
ices, scoring the equaliser after being 
played by strike partner Leon McKen¬ 
zie before winning the free kick that 
Jacobs scored to give the hosts the 
lead. 

Sampson said: “I’m delighted for 
Shaun because you always want to 
make an impression in your first 
game, and as a striker you want to 
score a goal. 

“He’ll be happy that he’s got one, but 
he’ll be disappointed that he didn’t 
get more because we had six scorers. 

“He’s got a good all-round game and 
he can hold defenders off. He backed 
in like that when he played against us 
for Burton last year and spun to put a 
volley away. 

“This time he was fouled and 
Michael has put a great free kick into 
the bottom corner.” 

It was also an impressive return for 


midfielder Josh Walker, on loan from 
Watford until the end of the season, 
who ran the show in the centre of the 
park. 

The win also exhibited the depth 
that the Cobblers now have, with in¬ 
fluential players Liam Davis and 
Kevin Thornton still missing due to 
injury. 

Sampson said: “I think we’ve got 
more competition for places. We 
made the decision at the beginning of 
the season to go for youth and we 
didn’t have the biggest budget in the 
world. 

“I’m fortunate that the chairman 
made funds available to me in Janu¬ 
ary, and we’ve moved and I think 
we’ve got some decent players in now. 

“Not only have they come in, they 
have created competition as well and 
anyone that is not in the team has got 
to work very hard to get back in it. 
That’s what we want at the club.” 

The boss is hopeful that Davis and 
Thornton will return to training today 
and be available for the visit of strug¬ 
gling Barnet this weekend. McKenzie, 
Holt and John Johnson also picked up 
niggles on Tuesday but are not ex¬ 
pected to miss the game. 

It has been all change at the Bees 
since they beat Northampton 4-1 at 
Underhill in November. Manager 
Mark Stimson has been sacked and 
Paul Fairclough is now back in charge 
on a caretaker basis. 

But the North London side still find 
themselves in the relegation places 
and Sampson expects that his side will 
have to grind out a win on Saturday. 


He said: “We were clinical and we 
hope that we can take that into Bar- 
net on Saturday. They’ll throw differ¬ 
ent obstacles in our way because they 
are scrapping for points at the bottom 
of the league. 

“I don’t expect them to be playing as 


fluent football as Crewe, it will be 
scrappy and they will make it difficult 
for us. 

“But our home form is good and we 
want to capitalise on the result that 
we had tonight... and start moving up 
the league.”
